During the first nine m onths of 
1932 there w*as a 10.8 per cent de­ 
crease in the total number of motor 
accidents and a 6,7 per cent de­ 
crease in the number of persons 
killed in Pennsylvania, as compared 
with the same period of 1931, the 
departm ent of revenue announced 
today. 
According to the figures of the 
division of safety of the depart­ 
m ent there was an increase of lour 
per cent in the number of persons 
injured. 
Up to October I the division had 
received reports of 29.899 accidents, 
a decrease of 3.626 for the period, 
and fatalities numbered 1,333 this 
year, as com pared with 1,430 for the 
first nine m onths of 1931. 
In tho same period ths year 30.- 
467 persons were injured, while last 
year the number for the period was 
29,233. 
In September the number of ac­

IN ROAD STUDY Man Near Victory in Conquest of Summer Heat 
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South African Engineer Gath­ 
ers Data On Methods 
Of Road Holding. 


Quest for data on Pennsylvania’s 
"low-cost” roads Drought an en­ 
gineer halfway around the globe 
South Africa is the latest country 
to be represented on the visitors’ 
register of 
the 
Pennsylvania de­ 
partm ent of highways. A. J. Con­ 
acher, highway engineer represent­ 
ing the province of Natal, Union of 
South A f r ^ , 
who recently com­ 
pleted a thirty-two day trip to study 
American road building, and par­ 
ticularly to inspect Pennsylvania’s 
highway system, qualifies for the 
long distance record. 
Conacher, who served as an en­ 
gineer during the world war, was 
strong in his praise of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s roads, especially the rural 
road system. 
Finest Example 
"The states are recognized as the 
world leader in highway construc­ 
tion,” he commented. "At Washing­ 
ton I was advised to go to Pennsyl­ 
vania to see the finest examples of 
modern roads. Your rural road ssy- 
tem is an outstanding example of 
wide spread benefit with a mini­ 
mum outlay of funds.” 
Problems 
of road 
building 
in 
South 
Africa, 
according 
to 
the 
visitor, are much the same as those 
encountered in Pennsylvania, The 
general topography of Natal is more 
rugged than that of this common­ 
wealth, 
while bridges 
present 
a 
particularly difficult problem. 
In 
the rainy season, precipitation of 
four inches in twenty-four hours is 
not unusual. Due to the slope from 
an elevation of 6.000 feet to the 
sea level, water runs off quickly 
in violent floods. 
When It Rains 
"A ten-foot wall of water some­ 
times forllows a rain storm,” said 
Mr. Conacher, 
"and the 
cost of 
building bridges sufficiently high to 
clear such a torrent is virtually pro­ 
hibitive. We found the solution in 
building ‘low level’ bridges, slightly 
higher than the high water level, 
and the floods passover these with­ 
out great damage except in extreme 
cases. Traffic is delayed but a few 
hours as the floods recede rapidly.” 
Most of the streams are shallow' ac­ 
cording to Conacher, and traffic 
uses fords which are improved with 
concrete bottoms, 
Although drainage is not much 
of a problem, moisture penetrates 
the road surfaces and heavy trucks 
cause great damage. On this 
as- 
count water-proofing of road sur­ 
faces in Pennsylvania also engaged 
the visitor's closest attention. 
Taxes High 
The South African motorist pays 
a twelve cent tax per Imperial gal­ 
lon (five quarts), w'hile the retail 
price of gasoline varies from 40 
cents to 80 cents, according to the 
distance from seaports. Conacher 
said. 
License fees based 
on 
the 
weight of the lightest American cars 
am ount to $45 00. Revenues from 
licenses and gasoline taxes are not 
marked for road work exclusively 
as they are in Pennsylvania 
The 
province has an area of about 36,000 
square miles and about 6.000 miles 
of Improved highways. Th**re are 
only about 80,000 
motor vehicles 
registered. 
Prices of labor in Natal and in 
Pennsylvania afford a decided con­ 
trast. workers on the highways in 
Natal receiving equivalent of 24 to 
30 cents per day, Just about what 
the Pennsylvania road laborer aver­ 
ages per hoyr. However, the type 
of native labor available in South 
Africa is extremely poor 


Lodge Complaints 
On Firearm Fees 


Complaints from sportsmen have 
been received at the department of 
state because sheriffs In some coun­ 
ties are refusing to issue licenses to 
carry firearms unless an additional 
fee over the fifty cents provided by 
law is 
paid. When an 
applicant 
has a hunting license for the cur­ 
rent year no charge can be made 
by the officer issuing the license. In 
some counties 
where the 
sheriffs 
must depend upon fees it is claimed 
th a t they are refusing to honor ap­ 
plications on the ground that no 
way is 
provided for 
reimbursing 
them for the expenses of seeming 
the needed 
printed forms 
or the 
postage spent in carrying out the 
term of the act. 
There is nothing in the law per­ 
mitting officers to charge more than 
the fifty cents, or to make any 
charge when issued to the holder 
of a hunting license. 
The only relief when an officer 
refuses to issue licenses is by peti­ 
tion to the court of quarter ses­ 
sions.

Scientists tell us, for instance, 
that Commander Richard E. Byrd 
might easily have provided warmth 
for himself and his comrades on 
the famous expedition to the South 
Pole if only he had had the nec­ 
essary 
facilities 
for 
extracting 
heat from the g ria t ice fields that 
they encountered in the Antarctic. 
The explanation lies in the fact 
that everything (down to a tem­ 
perature of 469 degrees below 
zero) 
contains some degree of 
warmth. Ice contains less warmth 
than coal or wood; but it contains 
enough warmth to provide heat if 
the warmth is properly extracted. 
Cooling With Fire 
As for cooling with fire, this 
feat is already being accomplished 
„n certain refrigerators that are 
a e ra te d by a tiny gus flame that 
makes possible certain chi mica! 
reactions that induce a definite 
chilling effect. 
It is not likely that you will be 
“heating your house with ice or 
cooling it with fire in the very 
near future because the principles 
.involved have not yet been re­ 
duced to commercial practicability. 
But science is making rapid prog­ 
ress toward complete mastery of 
Hie air, and many feats that our 
fathers and grandfathers would 
have ridiculed have already been 
achieved, particularly in the field 
of summer cooling, but also in tile 
•field! 
of 
winter 
heating, 
year 
’round humidity control, and year 
round cleaning of the air we 
breathe at home, at business, and 
it play. 


It ii no longer necessary, for 
example, to “grin and bear’’ the 
intense heat and humidity which 
have always been the twin banes 
of the well known "dog days” of 
midsummer. 
From the old palm 
leaf fan, we graduated not so 
many years ago to the electric 
fan. 
And 
now, 
through 
the 
science 
of 
air-conditioning, 
we 
have graduated to summer cool­ 
ing that is manifoldly more effec­ 
tive as to both comfort and health. 
Popularized by Theatres 
Summer cooling a3 we now un­ 
derstand it was first popularized 
by our theatre operators who bad 
noticed that their crowds dropped 
off tremendously during the mid­ 
summer season. Cooling svst m s, 
expensive and at first only par­ 
tially effective, were installed rn a 
number of theatres to attract sum­ 
mer crowds. 
Ineffective as they 
were, they proved successful in 
drawing the crowds and soon vir­ 
tually every theatre installed a 
cooling system of one type or an­ 
other; and so as their number 
grew, their effectiveness increased. 
Much was learned about the 
fundamentals of summer cooling 
in these pioneer installations, and 
it was not long until factories, 
office buildings, schools, public as­ 
sembly halls, and other places 
where large numbers of people 
congregated w'ere equipped with 
cooling 
devices that 
were 
far 
more effective than the early thea­ 
tre equipment. Employers discov­ 
ered that their workers were more 
efficient, more healthy, and less 
Inclined to be absent during the 
summer months when cooling was 
provided them in the store, the 
office, or the factory. In one large 
office where several hundred men 
an<l women were employed, the 
workers expressed their reluctance 
to leave the building at the close 
of the (lay’s work, preferring to 
remain comfortable—even though 
at work— than to go home and 
swelter. 
Develop Home Equipment 
Summer cooling by this time 
had become a virtual necessity in 
the larger buildings; but it was 
still impractical for smaller build-

ings, including homes, because the 
costs were too high. 
Again the 
air-conditioning scientists rolled up 
their sleeve* and went to work to 
develop a system of summer cool­ 
ing within the reach of the small 
wage earner and the small home 
owner. 
The public had learned the com­ 
fort and health advantages of sum­ 
mer cooling and was demanding 
these same advantages for the 
home in units small enough and 
inexpensive enough to be practi­ 
cal. Obviously, a tremendous new 
m arket for cooling equipment was 
being developed and it was a race 
among scientists to develop the 
first 
successful 
air-conditioning 
unit that would be effective and 
practical for the home— for the 
five-room bungalow as well as the 
Largest mansion. 
Dr. Hill Pioneers Movement 
Many and varied were the de­ 
vices which appeared and which 
are still appearing; but the man 
who has been generally recognized 
as the designer of the first thor­ 
oughly successful air-conditioning 
unit that provides summer cool­ 
ing for the home is Dr. E. Vernon 
Hill of Chicago, director of the 
research department of the Hol­ 
land Furnace Company. Dr. Hill 
had had many years of experience 
in the field of air-conditioning. He 
had been a pioneer in the study of 
air conditions and their relation­ 
ship to health; it vv

fo r the home.” 
Through the efforts of these 
pioneers in air-conditioning for 
the home, summer cooling for the 
home has arrived. 
But with Gds 
summer cooling, the home owner 
gets much more— he gets year 
’round comfort and health. His in­ 
vestment pays him much bigger 
dividends; it brings to him an 
economical control of the weather 
within the walls of his residence 
every day of Use year— w inter as 
well as summer. 
Heats aa W ell as Cools 
Not too much heat in the win­ 
te r— just the right amount 
fur 
economy and comfort, the homo 
air being lulequateiy^bumidified. 
This is important because one of 
the faults of most present day 
heating systems is that they are 
not equipped to 
humidify 
the 
home air properly during th** win­ 
ter season. Modern air-eonditiofi- 
ing systems eliminate this trouble. 
Domestic air-conditioning eys- 
tems accompli h winter humidifi­ 
cation principally in two different 
ways. 
One method 
include, a 
humidifier pan or trough placed 
near the lower part of fire pot 
or in the bonnet of the warm-air 
heater. 
The evaporation of the 
w ater with which the humidifier 
is constantly supple * is governed 
by the intensity of the i -at In 


the heater. As the home air cir­ 
culates through the heater it nat­ 
urally picks up this water-vapor. 
The Holland Institute of Air-Con­ 
ditioning holds that during the 
cold weather period the evapora­ 
tion of approximately I % gallons 
of water per room per day is 
necessary to supply un adequate 
amount of moisture in the home 
air. 
Air Cooled by Washing 
The other method of supplying 
this moisture is by circulating the 
home air through water sprays in 
what is known as the air condi­ 
tioning unit. The unit has an air- 
circulator, or blower, which at the 
rate of 1500 to 2500 cubic feet 
of air per minute keeps the air of 
the home constantly circulating 
through tho sprays. As the air cir­ 
c u la rs through the sprays during 
the heating, it picks up a sufficient 
amount of moisture to provide an 
adequate relative humility. 
And 
this 
simple 
method 
of 
washing tim home air also per­ 
forms tho ail-important service of 
cooling during hot weather periods. 
As the warm air of the room is 
circulated through the cold water 
sprays, the sprays absorb and lit­ 
erally wash out the excess heat. 
Every room of the house is kept 
cool and comfortable. In fact, the 
air-conditioning 
unit confers 
a 
double benefit, the second being 
the comfort derived from gently 
moving air. 
Aa the circulator 
keeps the air moving through the 
conditioning unit it prevents the 
formation of still, oppressive, ex­ 
cessively warm air pockets in the 
rooms. 
Furtherm ore, the gently 
moving air currents help the body 
to dissipate its heat, creating a 
physical comfort far superior to 
that derived through the use of 
small farts. 
Air Motion a Decided Help 
Tile conditioning unit receives 
its water supply directly from the 
house water main. In most local! 
ties, the local water supply is 
sufficiently cold to develop a very 
definite cooling effect. 
But in 


event the water supply is over CO 
degrees F. tem perature, 
means 
for chilling it for use in tho con­ 
ditioner are used. Available small 
domestic refrigeration units that 
are 
thermostatically 
controlled 
bring the washing w ater to a mini­ 
mum of 4ft degress F.-— a cooling 
capacity sufficient to cool five or 
six rooms such as arc* found in 
the typical home. For large resi­ 
dences, refrigerating units of larg­ 
er size are necessary if cooling of 
the entire building is demanded. 
So now every citizen can have 
his home cooled for com fort dur­ 
ing summer. There need be no 
worry about sleepless nights in 
hot, sweltering weather. Ju st the 
reverse— the bedrooms are cooled 
as well as the rooms in the other 
parts of the house; and they are 
all supplied with washed, comfort- 
nmking, pure air. And tile sleeper 
need not be irritated or kept 
awake by neighbors' radios and 
rumbling street noises for in the 
air-conditioned homo the windows 
are kept closed, and outside noises 
are kept out of the house or so 
mitigated as to be of little con­ 
cern. 
Control Weather rn Home 
During the day, infants anti 
small children greatly benefit by 
the cool, comforting atmosphere in 
the “controlled weather" home. 
Baby can be sure of restful sleep 
in a etna furlable atmosphere with­ 
out serious disturbance* by out­ 
side noises, and likewise small 
children ran have their regular 
nap undisturbed.

from the air is, strange as it may 
seem, to wash the air with cold 
water. This has the effect of re­ 
ducing the temperature of the air 
to what is known as the dew point, 
or condensation point. 
As the 
moisture condenses, it is washed 
out of the air, with the result that 
the relative humidity, or amount 
of moisture in the air, is mate­ 
rially reduced. 
Conditioner Removes Odors 
Another benefit that will be es­ 
pecially 
appreciated 
by 
house­ 
wives is the fact that the washing 
removes soluble odors from the 
air. For instance, a savory cook­ 
ing need not permeate the home 
atmosphere with its odors because 
they are washed out by the condi­ 
tioning unit. Likewise, the smoke 
and odors from cigars, cigarettes, 
and pipe smoking are quickly re­ 
moved from the air. 
But washing benefits do not end 
here. Ordinarily the attainm ent of 
summer comfort in the home is 
complicated by open windows, hot 
winos, and dust. But it is just as 
absurd to keep the windows open 
in a cooled home on a summer day 
as it is to keep the windows open 
in a heated home on a cold w inter 
day. 
By keeping the windows 
doled, winds and dust are kept 
out of the house, and whatever 
dust may seep in through the 
cracks around windows and doom 
is immediately filtered and washed 
from the air as it passes through 
the conditioner. 
Danger in Overcooling 
In this we have one of the im­ 
portant benefits of air-condition­ 
ing. These air-borne dusts include 
the soot and grime from chimneys 
of railroad engines and factories, 
the tilth and debris of street 
wastes, end the many fine dusts 
due to manufacturing processes 
and the activities of civilization. 
And of no mean importance, the 
pollens of tre«*s and plants thai} 
are 
responsible 
for 
hay-fever, 
asthma and many skin infection* 
which are so pronounced during 
the summer months. Filtering and 
washing the home air eliminate* 
practically all of these impurities, 
and also helps to 
lighten th* 
housewife's burdens, as the soot 
and dusts do not have a chanco 
to settle on the woodwork, walla* 
floors and furnishings. 
One feature about summer cool­ 
ing of homes should be empha­ 
sized. Do not chill the abr. Many 
of our cooled theatres and restau­ 
rants are uncomfortable because 
the air is too cool. During sum­ 
mer we are most comfortable in 
a temperature of 76 to 80 de­ 
grees. In fact, it is the consensus 
of air-conditioning experts, medi­ 
cal authorities, neurologists and 
physiologists, that indoor tempera­ 
ture should not vary more than 
ton or fifteen degrees from out­ 
door temperatures even during 
very hot weather. This makes for 
complete physical comfort and ob­ 
viates tile possibility of shock to 
the body or nervous system.

Norwood, but the inspiration of th a t personality has lingered ever since, 
th a t we felt we had lost a great friend when they told us th at he had 
taken th e long journey. 
The ancestors of Dr. Norwood were New Englanders, but w'ho rem ain­ 
ed loyal to the English Crow n and moved to Nova Scotia when the Colon­ 
ists revolted. There at the little town of New Ross, Robert Norwood was 
born. 
His father was a m an of the sea, as well as tx missionary to for­ 
eign lands. The son inherited this love of the sea. and to the last was an 
enthusiastic yachtsm an with a simple, though spacious summer home at 
the edge of the ocean, near his birthplace. 
This love of the sea, its mystery, its beauty, its poetry, its grandeur— 
probably influenced Dr. Norwood more th an anything else. 
It made him 
sure of G od. He madc_nthers feel su re tof God. 
Hardly a year ago. this preacher voiced the yearning of his heart 
for a simple parish, in simple surroundings—like the one at Hubbards, the 
scene of his early ministry. One of the traits of his greatness—his yearn- 
i ing for simple beauty, and his desire to spread it everywhere! 
O ur friend has gone—but what treasure he left behind! 
Those who 
knew him will wander the earth—missing him.

This prehistoric immigration sta­ 
tion is Kodiak island, off the Alas­ 
kan coast, where Dr. Ales Hrdneka 
anthropologist of the Smithsonian 
Institution, has found remains 
of 
ancient peoples who passed south­ 
ward from Bering Sea. 
The earliest immigrants paused 
only a season or two on Kodiak, he 
Says, just 
long enough for their 
scouts to explore the mainland to 
the east and south and to prepare 
for the next leg of the journey, 
i which they made by skin boats all 
the way from Siberia. 
Dr. Hrdlicka found scores of old 
j village sites on the island, the larg­ 
est of which covers more than 30 
acres, indicating it was once thickly 
rettled and probably a diffusion 
center I rom which at least a part 
of North America was peopled by 
the Indians. 
The oldest recoverable human re­ 
mains in the north, he believes 
probably arc located on Kodiak is­ 
land and in the nearby Cook’s Inlet.

"1 ants passed by way of Kodiak is­ 
land ovrr a period of many centu­ 
ries, the latest perhaps arriving 
about 1.500 years ago.
